CLEWS SEES UNUSUAL CAUSES AT WORK

Credit Operntions Have feen Rad-
teally Influenced hy the Industrial
Itevolation Incidental to Cre-
ntlon of Grent Treusis

NEW YORK, Nov. 5, —(Special)—Henry
Olews of the banking house of Henry Clews
& Co., writes of the eltuation In Wall street
as follows:

In Wall strept, the speculative market has
beon willlng on the money market. The

woek opened with a feeling that lending had ]

taken o turn toward ense, A modernte
gain In the surplus reserves of the banks
wis constrosl as 4 hopeful symptom and
Monday's buylng was nctlye and buoyant;
but, when buyers came to make up their
lonnk, they found & very different money
market from what Saturday’s bank exhibit
had led them to expect. Tnstead of rellef,
thores wils o return o siringency
na anything cxperionced within the
two months, Nobody seemed more surprised
at the turn money hnd taken than the
bankers themselves, who, while attributing
something to the proparationg for interem
gotilements on November 1, yor voery gens
ertilly ngreed that the stringency s not yot
broken and that no marked elements of re-
llef nre vet in sight, The Interior currency
movemoent In stlll against the banks, and
whilst the demand from the west perhaps
shows xome abilement the roquirements of
the south are (nereasing,

Banking oplnlon very generally Inclines
ta the concliuslon that the tull roeturn to
ense will be much later this senson than in
ordinary years, From such symploms as
are in sight  bankers do*% an Interlor
business are expocting Uttle lending below
6 per cent hetween now and the 1ot of Jan-

uary. Unusunl chuses are ot work in the
money market, the breadth and force of
which 1t s not eary to measure. Some-

thing more than the movements incldent to
this crop season have to be ealculated upon.
Credit operstions have been radically in-
fluenced by the industrinl revolution Incls
dentnl te the great trust creatlons of the
Inst ten months, Binee Janupry 1 corporia-
tlons with a total of no lesg than $2,000 00,~
o of eapltal lssues have been organized,
hese transformations have been nttended
with Immense temporary sdislocations of
capltal, The negotlations have Involved
largy lonng destined to run untll the new
{ssues have been distributed and untll the
underwriters have offected  thelr
tlong, The national banks have doubtless
particlpnted to but a very small extent in
thege operationg: but muany of the irust
rnm;mni‘-m, private bunkers and other finan-
clal Institutlons have probably muade nd-
vances to the extent of hundreds of mil-
lions of dollars; with the consequence that
thiwe oredit resources are lnrgely withheld
from the uges to which they ordinarlly con-
tribute at this seamon of the year.

Unusunl Demand for Money.

In addition to this gpeclal employment of
credit the demand for the ordinary purposes
of business hag far surpassed all precadent,
The extraordinary development In  our
munufactures, our farming, our mining and
our exports has placed an extracordinihry
pressure upon the credit resources of the
country, 'Therp 18 a limit to the extent to
which thls sudden vast expansion of our
credit requirements can be promptly re-
sponded to. 1t Is not merely that we have
no power to expand our currency propore
tlonalely to these enlargod wants, Hestrle-
tlon falls equally upon the much larger
class of eredit operations thatl are carried
on without the employment of money—the
ordinary lonng and discounts of the banks,
which are placed under sharp imitations
by the bunking lows,

The ablilty of the banks to lend P regu-
lated by the amount of lawful money they
cun control as reserve against their des
posite; and wvet the activity of the retall
trado and the increased requirements for
myment of wages are keeping the. green-
weks and gold In netive elrculation outslde
the banks, Had we an elastle bank cur-
rengy system, which  would enable the
banks to distribute thelr notes under cons
ditlons ke these, Instead of paving out
their regerve money, we should have a two-
fold source of rellef which we have not now
—In the first ploce, & larger resource of re-
tall ¢lrculation and in the next place a
larger abllity of the banks to discount.

Due to Legnl Restrictions.

Tt thus appears that the prevalling string-
ency !a due, more than anything else, to the
legal restrictions upon banking operations
and to the artificial regulation of our cur-
rency eystem, HMow far the Injury f(rom
thege reéstraints will be further developed
under the present conditions, It Is difficult
to definitely Indieate, It seems only too
possible that some Interests  may suffer
which, under freer conditions, might safely
and properly be necommodatsd. The nature
and causes of the stringency are not sug-
geatlve of early rellef and make urgent ap-
peid to congresa for the earnvat considera-
tion of these credit and currency ques-
tionsa,

Toward the close of the week the stock
market showed an upward tendency owing
to the belief that the tenslon In the money
market hud reached the highest point, and
that for some time to come excesaive rates
would not be obtalnable. Hankers, how-
over, nanticipate full rates until after Jun-
uary 1; the great commercinl and Indus-
l.rlui activity asturing a brisk demand for
funds from regular borrowerds. Good rates
wlll exerclge a wholesome restruint upon
speciliation, without which the incentive to
take danngerous risks might prove irresis
tible, Some of the preferred sharea of the
industrials with thelr enormous earnings
appear very tempting to the average operi-
tor; but the over-capltallzations and fnnate
wenkness of many of these combinations
are fully understood; and, fortunately for
the stabilliy of the stock market, the out-
slde public has been exceedingly cautious
regarding them, and only & fraction of
theso new “sccuritles’ have found thelr way
into the hands of small investors,

Rallrond Enrnings Heavy,

Rallroad shares still offer the safest and
Burest owmrtunllluu for profitable pur-
chise, Gnrnings  continue phenomennlly
heavy, and trade condiilons render It cer-
taln that the present period of prosperity
will continue for some time to come—a

FPronuneintion and Definition of Com=
monly Used Afriknnder Words,
Possibly the best-quoted word just now of
Dutch-8outh African origin, eays the Lon-
don Mall, Is ultlander, sometimes written
“gutlander,'”  *“Newcomer,” or “‘outsider,”
is perhnps the nearest that can be got to
this In translation and the word ls pro-
nounced ay nearly as possible like elght-
lander. The name of the prealdent of the
Transvaal republic is written Kruger (more
properly with the “u" umlauted), but It s
nelther sounded as Krooler nor Krowger,
but—as near ag cin be Indicated—Kree-er,
The word Transvaal 1s, llterally, ‘‘across
the yellow" (or yellowish-brown) river.
Rand, short for Witwatersrand, Is pro-
nounced as if spelled rant. The word veld
—the final “t" is sometimes added—menns
field or common, and Is pronounced “‘felt."
Kopje—a hillock, or plece of rising ground
—Il» neither kop-juy nor kop-jee, but koppy.
Dr, Leyds' patronymie Is pronounced Lides,
The Boer Parllament house is called the
Raadzaal and the Parllament the Volksraad,
the "v'"" belng sounded like 1" Berg I8
mountiin, the plural being formed by the
addition of “en' after the “g.'" A drift la n
ford and a dorp a town or village. Thus we

have Krugersdorp, Leydsdorp, ete.

There I8
some foundation for thls fear, for only two
or throe years ago a balsa contalnins five
men dizappeared lu the darkness, and was
never heard of ngaln., Of course, It may
have tipped over and {ts occupants have
been parnlyzed by the cold wailer in an or-
dinary way. But thelr bodies never
discovered, nor did the balsa ever I at to
shore, Therefore the people think the whole
party was lured into a maelstrom  and
swallowed up by the mysterlous wiaters,

The whirlpool near the center of Lake
Popo which receives the waters of Lake
Titleaca Is well known and hundreds of
men have lost their lives by venturing
too near it. Boats that are drawn into the
current are whirled ewiftly around a fow
timen and then disappear. For the pro-
tectlon of navigators the government of
Bolivin has anchored a lot of buoys In
Lake Popo and boatmen who observe them
are In no danger. There is supposed to be
an underground outflow from all c¢f thes>
lakes. It 15 clalmed that artleles whith
have been thrown into thelr waters have

near Afriea, and eareful chservers say that
ob the beach in that locality are freqlently
found corustalks, reeds and other  debris
which do not grow on the coast, but are
found In great abundubce among the in-
terlor lakes,

WONDERFUL SHEELI' DOGS,

Nreed Hrought
From New Zenland,

“Tho most celehrated breed of shepherd
dogs over known In the west,” sald  Jud
Brigtol, the old-time gheepman of Fort Col-
ling, Colo,, to 4 Denver Post reporter, “‘were
those bred from o palr of New Zealand dogy
BLrought 1o Colorado in 1875, 1 had several
of thelp pups on my ranges and could Ml a
volume with instancea of thelr rare intelli-
genee and faithfulness.

“] remember one pup In particular. He
was only slx months old when he woae went
oul. one day Lo work on the range, At night,
when the herd was brought up Lo the cor-
ralsa, wo saw at once that a part of the herd
was misslug. There were 1,600 head in the
bunch when they went out In the morning,
Bbut when we put them through the chula
we found that 200 were migsing. The pup
was also milssing, Well, all hands turned
out for the scarch, We hunted all that
night and all of the next day and did not
find the lost sheep until along toward night,
But they were all herded in a litle draw,
about five miles from home, and there wos
the falthful dog standing guard. The wolves
wero very plentiful in those drys and the
dog bad actually hidden the shesp from the
anlmals In the draw. The poor fellow was
nearly famished, as he had been lor thirty-
#lx hours without food or water, From that
day he became a hero, bul was so badly
affocled by hunger, exposure and thiret and
| subgequent overfeeding and pelting that he
[ died not long afterward,
